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Fitchburg  State  College  was 
founded  as  Fitchburg  Normal 
School  in  1894.  Its  purpose  was 
to  train  young  women  as  teachers 
for  the  state's  public  schools. 

The  Program  of  Continuing 
and  Graduate  Education  had  its 
beginning  in  1915  with  an 
undergraduate  summer  session 
operated  under  the  auspices  of 
the  State  Division  of  University 
Extension.  This  offered  the 
masters  degree  in  1935  and  the 
first  evening  courses  in  1954. 

Residence  Life  at  FSC  dates 
back  to  the  opening  of  Miller 
Hall  in  1903. 

In  the  60 's  and  70' s  a  total  of 
fourteen  new  buildings  were 
added,  including  three  residence 
hall  complexes,  a  175,000 
volume  library,  a  student  union, 
dining  common,  four  classroom 
buildings  and  a  modern 
elementary  school  which  serves 
the  city  of  Fitchburg  and  provides 
an  education  laboratory  center  for 
the  college.  The  college 
expanded  to  93  acres,  including  a 
new  36  acre  athletic  complex  for 
field  hockey,  track,  tennis, 
football  and  soccer  in  1984.
